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PREFACE TO THE FORMER EDITION. 

It was at first the design of the translator to introduce the 
subject of his present labours with a minute inquiry- into the 
life and character of that yenerable being, the most beautiful 
of whose numerous productions he has here endearoured to 
place in such a light, as should entitle them to more general 
acquaintance than heretofore. From the perfonnance of 
this intention he has been withheld by the unexpected bulk 
to which the volume has extended, through the addition, 
not oiiginally contemplated, of the Manual for the Sick, The 
necessity of this omission he has now the less reason to 
regret, since, in addition to the copious Memoir introduced 
by the Rev. S. H. Cassan into his Lives of the Bish4fps of 
Winehester, the valuable Life of Andrews, by his Friend and 
Amanuenas, Henry Isaacson, first published in 1660, incor- 
porated the year following into Fuller's Abel Redivhms, and 
reprinted by John Trotter Brockett, Esq. of Newcastle, in 
1817, has been lately edited with much diligence by the 
Rev. Stephen Isaacson, a lineal descendant of the writer. 

Yet something it will be necessary to premise on this 
head, not merely to gratify the reader's inquisitireness as to 
the history of the author and his work, but because many 
allusions occur throughout the latter, wholly inexplicable 
without a reference to the corresponding passages in the 
former. 

Lancelot Andrews was bom in the year 1555, in the 
parish of All-Hallows Barking, London. His father, who 
was master of Trinity House, and descended from an ancient 
and religious family in Suffolk, left his son in circumstances 
of respectability and comfort. The first rudiments of his 
education he received under Mr. Ward, in the Coopers' 
Free-School, at Ratcliffe ; from whence he was removed to 
Merchant Tailors', at that time under the care of the cele- 
brated Richard Mulcaster. Here his proficiency in the 
learned languages recommended him to the notice of Dr. 
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Thomas Watts, Prebendary of Westminster, and Archdeacon 
of Middlesex, who had just founded some scholarships at 
Pembroke Hall, Cambridge, and who bestowed upon young- 
Andrews one of the earliest of those exhibitions. 

Having proceeded to the degree of Bachelor of Arts, he 
was chosen, in 1576, a Fellow of his College, in preference 
to Mr. Dove, afterwards Bishop of Peterborough. Mean- 
while, Jesus College, Oxford, had been founded by Hugh 
Price, who also appointed Andrews without delay to one of 
his Hondrory Fellowships. As Master of Arts he now ap> 
plied with signal success to the study of theological litera- 
ture ; and, independent of his reputation as a preacher and 
8 casuist, the Lectures on the Commandments which he 
read, as catechist, to the undergraduates, procured him the 
admiration not only of his own associates, but of the Uni- 
versity at lai^e. 

His next engagement was to accompany Henry, Earl of 
Huntingdon, President of the Council of York, into the 
north ; where, by his zeal and eloquence, he gained over 
many recusants to the cause of Protestantism. From this 
circumstance his temporal advancement may be dated ; for 
Sir Francis Walsingham, Secretary of State to Queen Eliz- 
abeth, hearing of his talents and activity, and unwilling that 
such deserts should linger in obscurity, bestowed on him 
the lease of Alton Parsonage, Hants, and afterwards pro- 
cured for him the Vicarage of St. Giles's, Cripplegate, in 
London. He was soon after nominated a Canon Hesidentiary 
of St. Paul's, and Prebendary of the Collegiate Church of 
Southwell. On the death of Dr. Fulke, in 1589, he was 
chosen Master of Pembroke Hall, to which institution he 
afterwards became a considerable benefactor. He was chap- 
lain in ordinary to Archbishop Whitgift, as well as to the 
Queen ; the latter of whom appointed him, about the year 
1595, a Prebendary of Westminster, and Dean about six 
years afterwards. He had also the honour of twice refusing 
a bishoprick in this reign, because he would not submit to 
a proposed alienation of their revenues from those of Salis- 
bury and Ely, which were both offered to him. 

The popularity of Dr. Andrews progressively increased 
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under the patron^e of James the First, by whom he was 
commeaded to the see of Chichester, and to the office of 
Lord Ahnoner, in 1605 ; and further chosen to vindicate 
his sovereign against the malice and sophistry of his ene- 
mies. James, in his Defence of the Rights cf Kingt, had as- 
serted the aathority of Christian Princes over all causes 
and persons, ecclesiastical as well as ciril. Cardinal Bel- 
larmin, under the title of Matthew Tortus, attacked the 
King without scruple ; hut was answered by Andrews with 
much spirit, research, and judgment, according to Casau- 
bon, in the Tortura TcrH, publidied in 1609, and dedicated 
to his majesty. In reward for this good service, the writer 
was created a Privy Counsellor of England and Scotland ; 
translated, the same year, to the see of Ely ; and finally, in 
1618, to that of Winchester ; which, together with the 
Deanery of the Chapel Royal, he continued to hold, under 
favour of Charles the First, till the day of his death ; an 
event which terminated a pious and valuable life of seventy- 
one years, on the 25th of September, 1626, at Winchester 
House, Southwark. His remains lie interred in the parish 
church of St. Saviour, under a handsome monument of 
marble and alabaster, erected by his executors, and distin- 
guished by an appropriate inscription, in excellent Latin, 
from the pen of one of his chaplains. This monument was 
repaired in 1764 ; and on the bones of the departed prelate 
being accidentally disturbed, not many years ago, to make 
room for another corpse, the hair of his beard and his silken 
cap were found, among the relics of his coffin, undecayed.* 



• In Taylor's Annals of St. Mary Overy, (1833, 4to.) the 
assertion here made is iihewn to be inconsiBtent with the fact, 
that in 1830, on the removal of a chantry, which stood on the 
eastern side of the Lady Chapel connected with that venerable 
fabric, (now partly restored, and partly destroyed I) the coffin of 
the Bi^op, bearing his initials, L. A., on the lid, was found un- 
opened. Being not only made of lead, bandaged with a frame 
of iron, and attached by rings of the same material to a cross 
of brick-work, but closely and firmly entombed under an arch 
of stone, the coffin had sufficiently resisted the, ravages of time 
to be carefully replaced in its cell, while the monument above 
was transferred to the back of the altar-screen.— P. H. 1839. 
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Saoh W9M the uaefal and honourable career of this moet 
worthy father ; and many have been the teetimonieB adduced 
to his yirtaes and attainments. — In aett of jn«ty, and devo^ 
tumal labour, both public and domestic, it were almost im- 
possible to name his superior ; and of the purity of his 
heart abundant eyidences suryire in his writingpi, too disin- 
terested to be mistaken for the£ruit of any less holy motive. 
'* His life/' says a writer in the Scholar Armed against the 
Erronofthe Time, " was, in a g^eat measure, a life of prayer ; 
and his book of Private Devotions, composed in Greek and 
Latin for his own daily use, was, towards the conclusion of 
his life, scarcely ever out of his hands. In the time of hi» 
fever and last sickness, besides the prayers which were 
often read to him, in which he repeated the Confession and 
other parts with an audible voice so long as his strength 
served, he did, as was well observed by certain tokens in 
him, continually pray to himself, though he seemed other- 
wise to rest or sltfmber; and when he could pray no longer 
with his voice, by lifting up his eyes and hands he prayed 
still ', and when they failed, he still prayed with his heart." 
Bishop Home, alluding to the same volume of Devotions, 
says, " The manuscript was scarce ever out of his hands : 
it was found worn in pieces by his fingers, and wet with 
his tears." In the Diary of Archbishop Land, he is em- 
phatically denominated <'The light ofthe Christian World;" 
and that remarkable man is even represented to have adopted 
his private Ritual in administering the ceremonies of the 
church. With still more energy he is characterised by the 
editor of his Holy Devotiontf as ** Doctor Andrews in the 
schools, Bishop Andrews in the pulpit, and Saint Andrews 
in the closet." — His charity was great, even when he was 
poor ; but in the days of his wealth it grew to be un- 
bounded : he released the prisoner from his cell, he clothed 
the naked, he fed the hungry, he gave medicines to the 
sick. All this he did without even the lawful hope of gra- 
titude ; for those who received his alms were never made 
acquainted with the giver : and his will, of which some 
portions will be found in Gutph'i OMectanea Cwriota, evinces 
the desire he entertained to extend his benefactions* when 
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personally remoyed from all further ehaacei of aoknowledg- 
ment. — His iniegrity in the Tariooa offices confided to his 
charge was incormptible ; and it is beUeved that the sams 
he was appointed to distribnte in the name of others, were 
oyer secretly augmented by his own private bounty. What 
opinion Lord Clarendon held of his honesty and fidelity 
maybe gathered from the remark he makes, in recording the 
decease of Archbishop Bancroft, that " If he had been suc- 
ceeded by Bishop Andrews, or any man who understood 
and loyed the church, that infection would easily hayebeen 
k^t out, which could not afterwards be so easily expelled." 
And a greater compliment could hardly haye been paid by a 
more upright man, than that of an Elegy, from the pen of 
Milton, on a prelate, the avowed defender of regal prerogap 
tiye. Usury, simony, and sacrilege, were the three crimes 
which above all others he abhorred ; ascribing to them most 
of those evils which had at various seasons afflicted and dis- 
graced the church. — In witness of his gratitude, it is known 
that he bestowed on Dr. Ward, the son of his first school- 
master, the valuable rectory of Bishops- Waltham, Hants ; 
that to Mr. Mulcaster he always manifested the most re- 
spectful regard, and placed his portrait over his own study- 
door } and that he caused the Fellowships he founded at 
Pembroke Hall, Cambridge, to be first supplied out of the 
Scholarships endowed at the same college by Dr. Watts, 
and bequeathed a perpetual provision for the kindred of his 
early patron.— .His bounty induced him to receive the ap- 
plications of strangers in distress with a perpetual welcome ; 
while the splendour of his entertainments to King James, 
both at Famham CasUe, and in his journey into Scotland, 
procured him a reputation for hospitality unparalleled but 
in the royal progresses of that monarch. And whatever 
office he undertook, whatever mansion he inhabited, he was 
sure to leave in a better condition than that in which it 
came into his hands. — His affeAUity and amdesceniicn not 
only won him the esteem of all who entered into his pre- 
sence, but engaged him in correspondence with many of 
the first scholars at that day in Europe ; particularly with 
Casaubon, Cluverius, Vossius, Grotius, Peter de Moulin, 
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Barclay, and Eipenius. — In reference to lus Uterory attain* 
nwnts, he is called by Boiaius, in the preface to his Collation 
of the Old Interpreten, " A stupendous miracle and oracle 
of our age ; in languages a Mithridates ; in arts an Aris- 
totle ; and so in his own person embracing all accomplish- 
ments, that while others hare been content with one, he 
has in himself comprised them all." In the Conference of 
Hampton Court, his name stands first upon the list of those, 
to whom the new translation of the Bible was committed ; 
and it is asserted by Buckeridge, Bishop of Rochester, who 
preached the sermon at his funeral, that he was competent 
to .the reading of no less than fifteen languages. — In his 
pastoral and episcopal duties, he was exact and indefatigable ; 
searching at the uniyersities for young men of promise, and 
rewarding them'according to their proficiency and diligence. 
Presiding, as yisitor, by his station in the church, over 
seyeral colleges and public schools, he exerted himself to 
maintain impartiality in the elections and presentations of 
those societies. — Yet with these, and many other tokens of 
a Christian disposition, let not his humility be oyerlooked, 
• in the motto he selected, at his consecration, to be engrayen 
on his seal, from 2 Cor. ii. 16. " Who is sufficient for 
these things?" 

And now, to adopt the language of his first Biographer, 
" let us lay all these together : his zeal and piety ; his cha- 
rity and compassion ; lus fidelity and integrity ; his gra- 
titude and thankfulness ; his munificence and bounty ; hos- 
pitality, humanity, affability, and modesty ; and to these 
his indefiitigability in study, and the fruits of his labours in 
his sermons and writings, together with his profundity in 
all kinds of learning ; his wit, memory, judgment, grayity, 
and humility ; his detestation of all yices and sins, but es- 
pecially of three ; and consider, whether the Church of 
God in general, and this in particular, did not suffer an 
irreparable loss by his death." — Isaacson*s Memoir, 1829. 
pp. 56, 7. 

Till the yery last year of his life the perceptions of his 
great mind continued unimpaired, and his diligence un* 
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abated. *' He was not often skk," contuiaes Mr. Isaacion ; 
*' but once, indeed, till bis last sickness, in thirty years 
before the time he died ; which was at Downham, in the 
Isle of Ely. But there he seemed to be prepared for his 
dissolution, saying oftentimes in that sickness, *' It must 
come once ; why not here V and at other times, before and 
since, he would say, " The days must come, when, whether 
we will or nil], we shall say with the Preacher, (Eccles. 
▼ii. 1 .) I hare no pleasure in them." — ^p. 57. 

" After the death of his brother, Mr. Thomas Andrews, 
in the sickness-time, whom he dearly lored," — (the anec- 
dote is from his funeral sermon,) — " he began to foretellhis 
own death before the end of summer, or before the begin- 
ning of winter. And when his brother, Mr. Nicholas An- 
drews, died, he took that as a certain sign and prognostic, 
and warning of his own death. And from that time, until 
the hour of his dissolution, he spent all his time in prayer, 
until it pleased God to receive his blessed soul to himself." 

To return once more to the pages of his amiable Amanu- 
ensis. " As he lived, so died he. As his fidelity in his 
health was great, so increased the strength of his faith in 
his sickness : his gratitude to men was now changed into 
his thankfulness to God ; his affability, to incessant and 
devout prayers and speech with his Creator, Redeemer, and 
Sanctifier; his laborious studies, to his restless groans, 
sighs, cries, and tears; his hands labouring ; his eyes lifted 
up ; and his heart beating and panting to see the living 
God, even to the last of his breath. And him, no doubt, 
he sees face to face, his works preceding and following 
him, and he now following the Lamb, crowned with that 
immortality, which is reserved for every one who lives such 
a life as he lived." — pp. 57, 8. 

At what period of his ministry the contents of the ensuing 
pages were composed, can scarcely be at this time ascer- 
tained. . The Manual for ih» Sick he is generally supposed 
to have employed in the visitation of his parishioners at St. 
Giles's, Cripplegate : but that the Private Devotions were 
written, or at least in some parts modified, at a later day, is 
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eyident from his allusions to the young Prince Charles, to 
the preferment he had himself already vacated, and to that 
which he then held, particularly the diocese of Winchester. 
It is certain, howeyer, that no portion of these compositions 
appeared in print during the life-time of the author. But 
the publication of '* some broken parcels" of both the Ma> 
nuals, in English, with " crude additions, miserably defaced 
by a careless press," induced Dr. Richard Drake, in the 
year 1648, to give a translation of the first, or Greek, portion 
of the Private Devotiont, as well as of the whole Manual for 
the Sick, from a Greek transcript, presented to him by Mr. 
Samuel Wright, who had written them out on purpose for 
the Bishop ; and which he collated with another MS. as 
well as with the printed book. Prayers for the Morning, 
Evemng, and Holy Communion are also announced on the 
title-page of this edition, but are not to be found in the body 
of the work. It was reprinted in 1675, and several times 
subsequently. The version of the former part is literal and 
correct, and has been found highly serviceable on the present 
occasion ; many titles and citations, with a few additions in 
the text, are also furnished by Dr. Drake. The original 
MS. of the Manual far the Sick appears never to have been 
published ; and if not deposited on the shelves of some 
public library, is probably lost for ever. But the original 
of the PrivaCB Devotions was published at Oxford, in 1675, 
in two parts ; the former in Greek and Latin, the latter in 
Latin only. Both parts are printed from Dr. Drake's copy ; 
and the Greek text is compared, moreover, with a collection 
issued a short time before, by Dr. William Stoke, the 
Bishop's Chaplain.* This volume was reprinted about two 

* Such is the nomenclature preserved in the Preface to the 
Greek and Latin edition of 1875. It so happens, however, that 
the writer has recently obtained a copy of a scarce little volume, 
entitled," Vems Christianus, or Directions for Private Devotions 
and Retirements;" containing, in the Appendix, ** Some Private 
Devotions of the late learned Bishop Andrews, never before 
extant •" Oxford, 1668, ISmo. Bat here, the name of the author 
or compiler is not WUUam Stoke, but David Stokes. In the 
Preface to the Appendix, he makes mention of the Bishop, as 
*' the chiefest guide and encourager of his studies ;" but while 
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years ago, with many corrections in the references, by the 
present translator. 

In 1730, appeared a new translation of the first part of 
the Private Devotions, without the Manual for the Sick : exe- 
cuted by Dean Stanhope, and published, ai^er his decease, 
by his friend the Bev. John Hutton, of King's College, 
Cambridge. In this version the most unauthorised liberties 
are taken with the text, both by omission and by interpo* 
lation ; and the greater portion of the citations are left out. 
It is, in fact, the Manual of Dean Stanhope, and not that of 
Bishop Andrews. Such as it is, howerer, it was re-edited 
by Bishop Home, while Dean of Canterbury, with some 
enlargement, but without any references at all ; and is now 
one of the books recommended on the list of the Society for 
Promoting Christian Knowledge.f 

The object of the present version is to restore the two 
Manuals of Bishop Andrews to their original form and pu- 
rity ; to renew what has been deteriorated, and to supply 
what has been suffered to fall away. The First Part of the 
Private Devotions has been rendered as literally as the occa- 
sional mutilations of the text would allow. The Second 
Part is acknowledged to be, in the original, exceedingly 
disjointed and incomplete : such portions, therefore, have 
been selected from it, as had neither been left in unintelli- 
gible confusion, nor repeated from the preceding part. 
Every reference has been again scrupulously compared with 
the passages alluded to ; some hundreds rectified and sup- 
plied ; and the meaning of many expressions elucidated by 
comparison with the old, or liturgical, version of the Psalter. 
Those points which refer to the peculiar concerns of the 



he jiutifiea himself " in the use of snch choice papers of his, as

'^ By the beat jvdgment I can anke of thia book/' eaya 
Kr. Holton, in hia Piefroe, " Biahop Andrewa qipeara to 
hare eoDectod, fimm time to time, in the eoniae of hia read- 
ing, mateiiala fiir ereij part of piayer ; which he wrote 
down* (Mmie in Greek, and aoaae in Latin. Theae at first 
were chiefly hints ; bat out of them he composed several 
prayers, that he used priTstely in his closet, and aome of 
them pnblicly in the Choreh, before sennon, hai^uig trsna- 
lated them into Fag^sh. Many of these prayers were com- 
pletely finished, and naed by him as forms ; in others he 
left some hints, not quite completed, but wherein it was 
easy for him to supply all that was wanting, as he used 
them. These he yaried often, as occasion and necessity 
required, and improyed tbem by degrees. Such of themes 
were brought neareat to perfection, he wrote in Greek; 
either because the New Testament, Septuagint, and most 
ancient Fathera end Liturgies (whence he extracted a great 
deal) were in that language ; or because that language haa 
some advantage for derotion, as the many compound words 
it contains, strengthen the ideas they convey to us, and 
make a more lively impression upon the mind." 

'* Dean Stanhope,** he continues, " who often used these 
devotions in the original language, and had committed a 
good part of them to his memory, was so well pleased with 
them, that he took the pains to translate what is contained 
in the following sheets, for the use of a dear friend, to whom 
he apprehended they would be acceptable and serviceable. 
They gave so great satisfaction, and did so much service, 
not only to that friend, but to aU those into whose hands the 
copies came, that the Dean resolved, I suppose at their 
desire, to print them." 

Among the posthumous papers of Bishop Home, besides 
a corrected copy of Dean Stanhope's Version, was disco- 
vered one, now probably lost, which, if published at the 
time, might have superseded some portion of the present

translator's labours. " In the copy published after Dean 
Stanhope's form," says the Rer. William Jones, in his Me- 
moirs of that Bishop, " The Mtmualfar the Siek^ though the 
beat thing extant upon its subject, is wholly omitted ; but 
in the posthumous manuscript I speak of, the whol^ is put 
together, with improvements by the compiler ; and I wish 
all the parochial dei^ in the nation were possessed of it." 

To supply, in some measure, this public loss, has been 
now, with conscious incapacity, attempted. In lack of the 
original composition, no other resource presented itself to 
the editor, but carefully to compare the references, inserted 
by Dr. Drake, and such others as occurred to himself, with 
the authorities referred to ; so that, if in any instance the 
words of Bishop Andrews should be lost sight of, those of 
a greater authority than he, and one to which he ever bowed 
himaelf with the deepest humility, might be substituted in 
their stead. 

At the conclusion of this Manual will be found two prayers» 
extracted from a MS. Tolume in possession of the publisher, 
and containing, among other deyotional formularies, a great 
number of those compiled by our author. It is subscribed, 
" Norember 13, 1643 ; in tilie second year of the civil war 
of England; by T. N." 

Of the other works of Lancelot Andrews, the best known 
are his Sermons, first published in 16S8, fol. of which seven- 
teen have been edited by the late Archdeacon Daubeny ; 
seven, on the Temptation, by the Kev. William Kirby ; and 
nineteen, on Prayer, have been just announced by Mr. Ed- 
ward Williams. " He was, without exception," says the 
writer before quoted, in the Scholar Armed, ** the first 
preacher of his time ; and his discourses and lectures, though 
somewhat obsolete from their antiquity in style and man- 
ner, are yet so excellent for the truth, lecufniag, eloquence, 
and piety, found in them, that when we have laid down 
rules for a preacher, no character can be produced, in which 
they were better exemplified." He was also author of an 
Exposition on the Ten CommandmentSf 1643, fol. ; Posthumous 
and Orphan Lectures, 1657, foL \ and Holy Devotions, mth 
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DirectUmi to Pray, of which the fourth edition i^peaied in 
1655, and the fifth in 1633, 12mo.* He is supposed to 
have had some hand in the Chronologieal History of Mr. 
Isaacson ; of which an enlarged and corrected edition is 
promised by the same gentleman, who has just republished 
his Memoir of the Bishop. His MUeeUaneous Works were 
printed in a 4to. volume in 1629, by order of Charles the 
First, to whom they are inscribed by Laud Bishop of Lon- 
don, and Buckeridge of Ely, the contemporaries and friends 
of the deceased. In the library of Trinity College, Dublin, 
is preserved a MS. volume, in Latin, attributed to Bishop 
Andrews, on the Form of Govemment in ths Old and Neio 
Testament; a disquisition on which subject, in English, is 
appended to the volume of MS. Prayers, before alluded to, 
though printed at Oxford, in 1641, fol. And as it is not 
impossible there may be other remains of the same gifited 
writer in other collections, though hitherto unknown or un- 
appropriated, it may be well to mention that facsimiles of 
his autograph appear in Mr, Whitaker't History of Craven, 
as well as in the recent collection by Mr. Nichols. 

Original painting^ of Bishop Andrews are preserved at 
Pembroke Hall, Cambridge, and in the Bodleian Gallery at 
Oxford. His engraved portraits are very numerous ; 1st, 
by Simon Pass, as Bishop of Ely, 1616 ; 2nd, by the same, 
as Bishop of Winton, 1618, copied by Vertue ; 3rd, by 
Pa3me, prefixed to his Sermons and Exposition of the Com" 
mandmentt, copied for Drake, and for the present volume ; 
4th, by Hollar, in Sparrou^s Rationale of the Common Prayer, 
copied by Loggan, for the Preeeg Privattt, 1675 ; by Simp- 
son, for Stanhope ; and by Walker, for Mr. Isaacson's re- 
print. 

But it is now time to close this introduction, and admit 
the reader to the enjoyment of a devotional exercise, pre- 
pared for his soul's health and edification. *' The heart,

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already enlightened and inflamed/' says Mt« Hntton, " with 
piety and charity, will here find something exactly suitable 
to its inward motions, and the most si g nificant and beantifiil 
words, wherein to utter its holy desires, and those gneions 
■- 1 sentiments, which, without this help, would perhaps break 
^ forth with less adyantage, and less accuracy both of method 
'^ and expression. But die less perfect Christian, who has 
not yet made so much progress in the school of pie^ as the 
former, may reap still greater benefit firom this work. It 
will tend to improye him in knowledge and practice ; it 
win be, to such, an excellent Catechism, as well as a Prayer 
Book ; he will here find the Commandments and the Creed, 
and other important points of Christian instruction, ex- 
plained and applied with g^eat judgment, and no less per- 
spicuity than breyity ; so that diey may be soon learnt, and 
easily remembered. He may here be led to form just notions 
and holy desires, such as cannot but have a considerable in- 
fluence on his prayers and his manners.

Approach then, pious reader, (be it permitted to exdaim,) 
with a teachable and contrite heart ; and the Spirit of God 
be with thee. *' Enter into thy closet, and shut thy door 
(Matt. yi. 6.); pray with Bishop Andrews for one week ; 
and he will be pleasant in thy life ; and at the hour of death 
he will not forsake thee."

A GENERAL CONFESSION. 

Two things, O Lord, I recognise in myself: Na- 
ture, which thou madest ; Sin, which I have added. 

I confess that hy sin I have deformed nature : 
but remember that I am but a wind that passeth 
away and cometh not again {Ps, Ixxviii. 39.): for 
of myself I am not able to return from sin. 

Up, Lord; take away from me that which I 
have made ; let that which thou hast made abide 
in me: neither let that perish, which thou hast 
redeemed with thy precious blood. 

Up, Lord ; let not my unworthiness destroy that 
which thy kindness hath redeemed. 

O Lord, my God, though I have made myself a 
malefactor in thy sight, could I make myself to 
cease to be thy servant ? 

Though I have cast away mine own innocence, 
could I also trample down thy mercy ? 

Though I have committed deeds worthy of con- 
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demnation, hast thou also lost the means of my 
salvation? 

Verily, O Lord, my conscience deserveth judg- 
ment, but thy mercy outstrippeth all defence. 

Spare me, therefore : 

For it is not difficult to thy power, 
It is not unbecoming to thy justice, 
It is not unusual to thy mercy, 
To spare a sinner. 

Thou who hast created me, 
Do not destroy me ; 

Thou who hast redeemed me. 
Do not condemn me. '

Weak, I betake me to the Omnipotent ; wound- 
ed, I fly to the Physician. 

Keep for me in store the bounty of thy compas- 
sion, since thou hast so long withheld the sword of 
thy wrath. 

Blot out the multitude of my offences ; renew 
the abundance of thy mercies.

For even before I sought thee, I hoped at length 
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to find tbee, and to hold thee fast ; and with this 
delightful hope I sweetly comforted myself in all 
my troubles. But now, if thon deny thyself to 
me, whatever else thou giyest me, yet, defeated 
of so great a hope, (and that not £ot a time, but 
to eternity,) shall I not for ever faint with love, 
and pine with faintness, and weep with pining, and 
despair with weeping, because I must remain for 
ever empty and unsatisfied ? Shall I not inconso- 
lably afflict myself ? incessantly murmur ? and im- 
moderately be tormented ? 

Such is not thy will, most good, and kind, and 
loving God ; it in no wise agreeth or comporteth 
with thy nature. Grant therefore, most gracious 
God, that I may love thee ever, and seek thee every- 
where, above all things, and for thy sake, in this 
life present, and may at length find thee, and hold 

thee fast for ever, in the life to come. Grant this,

*** The Morning, or Angelic, Hymn, as it is sometimes 
called, from the commencement having been sung by angels at 
our Saviour's birth, is ascribed, for the most part, to Telespho- 
rus, about the year of Christ 139 ; the whole being incorpora- 
ted i Qto the Liturgy of St. James. By some it is supposed that 
this composition is alluded to in one of the Dialogues of Lucian, 
where mention is made of the **<adti voXvwwfios" or'* Hymn 
with many names ;" and our venerable author thought it not 
unlikely that the same is designated in the Letters of Pliny, 
as the song which the Christians used to sing together on stated 
days at break of mom, in honour of Christ their God. 

The Evening Hymn, which is also of remote antiquity, 
will be found recorded, as well as the preceding, in the " Trac- 
tatus de Symbolo Apostolico" of Archbishop Usher. 

The Monostrophic on the Crucifixion was written by Tho- 
mas Masters, of New College, Oxford, who died in 1643. A 
Latin Translation was published shortly afterwards by Henry 
Jacob. In English, it appears among the poems of William 
Cowley, and again among those of Christopher Pitt.

And therefore, as God hath sent this his visita- 
tion to you at this time, that it is expedient for you 
thus to be sick. 

I KNOW, O Lord, that thy judgments are right, 
and that thou of very faithfulness hast caused me 
to be troubled. — Psalm cxix. 75. 

2. Concerning the Fatherly Affection and Love 

of God. 

You know and confess, that unto all, but unto 
Christians more especially, God beareth the affec- 
t^>n of a Father towards his children. 
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Yoa know abo, Uiat a father, whether he dote 
upon his child, or whether he chasten him, con- 
tinueih a father in hoth cases ; and loveth him in ' 
the one no less than in the other. 

Think the same of Grod , as touching^ yourself : that, 
while he gave you good days, he loved you ; and 
that, now he sendeth yon some evil, he loveth you 
also ; and would not have sent this evil, but to be ' 
a cause unto you of greater good; that, being called > 
home thereby, you might be at peace with him. 

Before I was troubled, I went wrong : but now ^ 
shall I keep thy word. — Psalm cxix. 67. 

3. Concerning the Patience and Thankfulness 

required in the Sick, 

You are not only to take this sickness patiently ; - 
( I became dumb, and opened not my mouth ; for 
it was thy doing. — Psalm xxxix. 9. It is the 
Lord, let him do what seemeth him good. — 1 Sam, 
iii. 18.) 

But even to give him thanks for it, as for a 
wholesome medicine : (The Lord gave, and the 
Lord hath taken away ; as it pleaseth the Lord, so

Lord. — Job i. 2 1 . I will take this cup of salvation, 
and call upon the name of the loxd.-^Psalm 
cxvi.

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80 mercifal, tfatt he gireth iu not orer with the 
world ; but for all we hare often g^eved his Holy 
Spirit, and fiidlen fnm grace, he yisiteih us again, 
and offereth it afresh unto us ; 

And that, if it had not been his will to shew 
mercy by this chastisement, he could, and would, 
have suddenly taken yon away with a quick de- 
struction ; and not haye given you this time to be- 
think yourself, and to seek and sue to him for 
grace.

I have not given occasion to others to sanctify 
thy name ; but have caused it to be eviHpoken of 
through mine own evil dealing. — 2 Pet. ii. 2. 

I have not duly regarded and reverenced those 
things, whereon thy name is imprinted. 

IV. 

I have not brought that care which I should 
have brought to thy sabbath and thy sanctuary. 

I have not hesitated to absent myself from thy 
holy assemblies, without sufficient cause. — Heb* 
X. 25. 

I have not spent the days assigned to holy ex- 
ercises, chiefly upon them ; but have followed too 
much mine own private business in them. 
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I have been content in them with the use of the 
means alone, without any practice at all. 

V. 

1 have not so reverently spoken, nor so dutifully 
carried myself, toward some whom thou hast 
placed over me, as was meet I should do. 

I have not so carefully prayed for them, as was 
required of me. 

I have not opposed such as used irreverent terms 
toward them : 

Especially toward those, who have had the go- 
vernment of my soul in charge.

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from poUntion, as the temple of God should be. —
